THE NAZIS WILL BE DEFEATED IN 1944! 


STROLOGICALLY as well as geographically, the present conflict is divided 
А into two theatres. The European, which received Из impetus behind closed 

doors in 1909 and broke out in 1914, to last thirty-six years; that is, to end 
during 1944. These astrological years begin with the Vernal Equinox, so we 
mean March 21, 1944 to March 20, 1945. It is the Cycle of Магз; begun in 
Europe and to end there. Our own forces will be a powerful factor in bringing 
about the defeat of Germany, and it is not merely coincidence that the period 
around the Fourth of July next year will be important. The other area is that 
under which Pluto was discovered in 1930, when the Nipponese began their 
mobilization in earnest, invading China the following year. Astrologers do not 
forecast with rashness concerning Pluto, for it is still a "new" planet. My own 
opinion is that the middle of 1945 will see the beginning of the end for Japan. 
Secretary of the Navy Knox recently warned us about the possibilities of war 
until 1949. It is not impossible. The American people must realize they have a 
powerful, well-prepared foe in Japan. The war need not last that long, however. 
It is up to us—all of us—to end- it sooner. Each must answer to himself, ^Am 
I doing my full share?" 


WILL THERE BE A THIRD WORLD WAR? 


HE present Mars Cycle over Europe opened with 1909, with the Triple Alli- 

ance and the Triple Entente jockeying for position. The race actually began 

in 1914, lasted four years, whereupon the combatants recessed. Hostilities 
reopened late in 1939, the cycle to close with 1944. Pluto was discovered in 
1930, Nipponese mobilization commenced; war broke out in 1931. Pluto moves 
much slower than Mars. The first part of the cycle may last nearly twenty 
years; ie, till nearly 1950. There is grave danger that there will be a recess, 
hostilities to reopen later, perhaps much sooner than we now deem possible. 
Statesmanship of the most superb character must be resorted to in order to 
circumvent this trend. It can be done, for Man's mind and will can overcome 
Nature. Should our world leaders fail—should selfishness prevail at the Peace 
Conference—we might see a great conflagration in the area astrologically ruled 
by Pluto at the time of its discovery. This area is bounded roughly by the 75th 
and 120th degrees of east longitude, reaching from the uppermost regions of 
Siberia, through China, taking in India, Thailand and all the adjacent lands. 
Many erroneously think the small countries on Russia's western border may be 
the bone of contention, but this difficulty is slight in comparison with the 
Asiatic. World leadership must realize it is but human. It errs badly when it 
ignores the signs from above.

! MURDER 
OF THE 


JEWISH 
PEOPLE 


i HAVE seen much in these past years of 
war. We have, most of us, seen human 
torment. Nevertheless I must tell you what 
Hitlerites are doing to Jews in Russia. I must 
tell you about the murder of babies. I cannot 
remain silent: shadows of the dead hover 
over me. 

Not a single Jew, not a single Jewish wom- 
an or child is left in German-occupied Ukraine, 
Byelorussia, or in regions where the Ger- 
mans set foot. 

Let me tell you what took place in the 
Caucasian health resort Essentuki. Germans 
occupied the town August 1, 1942. On August 
9 the German commandant announced the 
registration of Jews. Nine thousand, nine 
hundred and sixty-seven persons were regis- 
tered. All Jews, including old folk and chil- 
dren from ten years upwards, were dispatched 
to back-breaking toil: Lieutenant Pfeifer, “in 
charge of Jewish matters," tormented his 
victims. September 7: The commandant of the 
town, Von Bek, published an order whereby 
all Jews in Essentuki were told to appear at 
the premises of the "Jewish Committee" with 
handbaggage weighing up to thirty kilograms, 
plate, spoon, and food for three days. The 
order stated that Jews would be sent to a 
"sparsely populated locality." September 10: 
Jews were placed on trucks and taken to the 
town of Mineralniye Vodi—their belongings 
were there—and then distributed among po- 
lice. The Jews were taken to a ditch. Chil- 
dren’s legs were smeared with poisonous 
liquid. Adults were ordered to strip—the 
Germans placed clothing and footwear on 
trucks. Those who tried to escape were shot. 
And then the Jews were driven into a ditch 
in groups and killed. All Jews living in 
Mineralniye Vodi, in Pyatigorsk, and Kislo- 
vodsk, were killed near the glass works. More 
than 10,000 mutilated corpses were found in 
this ditch, piled up in several rows.

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On the eve of the recent Атег- 
ican Jewish Conference Ше Insti- 
tute of Jewish Affairs of the 
American Jewish Congress and the 
World Jewish Congress issued a 
300-page survey of "Hitler's Ten 
Year War on the Jews." According 
fo the book, 3,030,000 Jews are 
dead. On August 20 the press car- 
ried a statement of Dr. Stephen S. 
Wise placing the number of Jewish 
dead—since the summer of 1942— 
а? 4,000,000. 

But "figures tell the heart noth- 
ing," says Пуа Ehrenburg. We print 
this great impassioned document 
of Ehrenburg in order that these 
figures can be translated into emo- 
tion, and from emotion into action. 


August 14, 1942. They too were rounded up 
by deceit. They were promised they would 
be transferred to an “area sparsely popu- 
lated.” They were undressed, placed in her- 
metically closed cars where they died from 
poison gases within eight minutes, taken be- 
yond town and thrown into a ditch. Twelve- 
year-old Lina Pankina escaped the common 
fate: her mother didn’t take her along. All 
day German soldiers armed with tommy-guns 
hunted for a twelve-year-old girl. On the fol- 
lowing day Lina, despite advice from neigh- 
bors who hid her, went to the Gestapo and 
said, “I want my mother.” The Germans 
killed her. They made packages of things

taken away from the Jews, some 200 bundles ` 
of clothing stripped from women and children | 
before they were executed. | 
On THE “Bolshevik” State Farm in Ipatov 7 
district, the Germans shot twenty-six Jewish ` 
children and threw their bodies into a well. ` 
These executions have been witnessed by 
thousands. People say: “Since that day we 
cannot sleep—we always see before us mur- 
dered children. In Morozovka a vener- 
able Jewish docor, Пуа Kremenchuzhky, lived 
with his wife and two daughters. The husband : 
of one of the daughters who had a baby was 
away at the front. Mrs. Kremenchuzhky's 
wire to a Russian escaped by a sheer miracle.

THE FINAL LITANY 


This is what she related: “The Germans killed 
248 Jews. They rode to our house in the 
evening and cried out: 'Is Doctor Kremen- 
chuzhky here? Come out together with your 
family.’ : 

My husband realized immediately what 
was going to happen. In the truck he gave me 
and my daughters each a powder containing 
poison and told us to swallow it when he 
lifted his hand. He left one powder for him- 
self. We were brought to a cell which was so 
crowded that there was standing room only. 
Outside the windows men yelled: ‘We’ll soon 
finish you off.’ 

“The children cried. Some of the women 
got hysterical. My younger daughter wanted 
to swallow the poison, but my husband pulled 
it out of her hand and said: ‘You cannot do 
that. Just imagine what will happen to the 
others. We must support them and share a 
common lot.’ And then my husband said two 
words in Jewish: ‘Brother Jews.’ Those were 
the only two Jewish words he knew. Every- 


body listened. My husband said: ‘We must 


die with dignity—without cries, without tears. 
Don’t give the executioners satisfaction. I ask 
you, brothers and sisters, to remain silent.’ 
Afterwards they began to kill those in the 
yard. Nobody cried out. I wanted to save my 
grandchild and ran away. A school-teacher, 
Suichev, saved us. 

In Belgorod a Russian student, Tamara 
Savitskaya, was shot together with the Jews. 
She was the wife of a Jew, Lifschitz. Savits- 
kaya had a four-year-old boy who was to be 
killed along with the other Jews. The mother 
went to the execution with her son. One Jew 
survived in Kursk, one mad old woman sur- 
vived in Voroshilovgrad—she ran away from 
the town and roamed the field. One Jew sur- 
vived in Rostov, three in Kharkov; one hun- 
dred thousand were shot or poisoned by 
Germans. Children were poisoned. 

Тнт is the truth which the world must 
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know. In their diaries and letters German 
officers and soldiers gleefully describe the 
destruction of Jews. Thus Sergeant Major 
Schubert of the 299th Infantry Division writes 
in his diary about the “scientific experiments” 
of Hitlerites: “Jews are placed in special vans 
where they are gassed and their corpses dug 
into the ground with excavators.” 

What's taking place or, more correctly 
speaking, what took place in towns. still oc- 
cupied by Germans? We know about this 


from the testimony of those fortunate ones 


who accidentally escaped from the execution- 
ers' claws. A student in Moscow University 
was saved by Russian inhabitants in Smolensk. 
She told me about the destruction of Jews in 
that city. When the Germans occupied 
Smolensk they transferred Jews into a camp 
which they called the "Ghetto." There the 
Germans tormented their victims. They 
forced old men to darice and then killed them, 
raped Jewish girls, buried children alive in 
the presence of their mothers with the words: 
"We are sowing Jews—new ones will grow 
up." 

In July 1942 the remaining 1,500 Jews were 
led out of the “Ghetto,” placed in hermetically 
closed cars where they suffocated, and their 
corpses buried seven kilometers outside the 
city. In Krupka, Germans, as far back as 
October 1941, shot some 1,000 Jews. They 
drove them into a swamp, forced them to 


- strip, and then shot.them. Among the victims 


were small children and old people. In Kolo- 
povichi, 900 Jews were buried in a sand pit. A 
Red Armyman, Alexander Shapiro, who es- 
caped from German captivity, was in Dnepro- 
petrovsk. On October 16, 1941, Germans shot 
26,000 Jews there. He was also in Pavlograd 
where Hitlerites put to death 40,000 Jews on 
October 12, 1941. In Kharkov, 13,000 Jews 
were shot in the yard of a factory plant. 
Figures tell the heart nothing.. People grow 
accustomed to them. But behind these figures 
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I want people to hear Ше cries of babies, Ше 
wailing of mothers. In Vitebsk, Nazis buried 
Jewish children alive and inhabitants of that 
city will never forget the heartrending cries 
coming from under the ground. One of the 
Vitebsk inhabitants who made his escape said 
to me: “I heard the very earth crying." This 
man, who saw much of death, who lost his 
family, who was twice wounded, covered his 


. eyes with his hands when he' told me this. 


I ADDRESS Jews in other countries and above 
all Jews in America. You now know what 
Hitler has in store for you. You know what 
fascists have done to your brothers and sis- 
ters. Can you sleep calmly in New York? 
Isn't your rest disturbed by cries of tortured 
children in Minsk and Pyatigorsk? You will 
say that you've given your money and your 
sons. That doesn't count. Give everything. 
Remember how a mother screamed when her 
child was brained. Of what good is it to you 
if you save part of your belongings? Fascists 
will come and kill you, too. They will kill 
your children, our grandchildren. You have 
sent your sons to the army? Join up your- 
self. You must kill Nazis, otherwise they 
will kill you. You're in the army? Demand 
that you be sent to the front lines. Hurry 
your compatriots. You are reinforced by 
millions of tortured victims. You are sup- 
ported by millions of doomed. If Hitler rules 
another year or two not a single Jew will be 
left in Europe. You have a right to demand: 
"Send us to the continent." Jews in Palestine, 
you have a right to say, “Ме don't want to 
march in the rear, we want to save our sisters." 
Who, if not you, are defenders of the humil- 
iated and the abused? Curse appeasers, tell 
the world that people who intercede for mercy 
for assassins aren't humanitarians but accom- 
plices of murder. Champion the honor of the 
dead. Remember that you are descendants of 
ancient prophets. You know words of love, 
let love tell you other words justice.

та: war is making bigger and better jobs 
for gag men—the men behind the come- 
dian who think up his jokes for him. Being 
funny gets harder every day but the millions 
who twirl the dials or slip into the aisle seat 
to hear the clowns want to laugh and relax 
for a while. And if you're in the laugh in- 
dustry in a big way you've got to have be- 
hind you a top-notch joke manufacturing 
plant. 

For example, Bob Hope's gag assembly line 
works something like this: Ten days before 
a show the gag men gather and an idea spe- 
cialist proposes a general subject -for the 
humor of the evening, something like, say, 
laundries. The boys disperse and think deeply 
for a fortnight about laundries. When they 
get together again—in the presence of a dur- 
able shorthand stenographer—they begin 
firing laundry gags at each other. The moun- 
tainous notes are then taken by two special- 
ists in humor and edited into a script. 


The life of a gag man is not an easy one. 
Eddie thinks up new jokes or old ones in 
. new settings by day and by night. 


There's big money in being funny but it's 
a tough racket. Public taste in humor changes 
rapidly. Gag men have to work up jokes that 
fit their comedian's special personality. 
Gracie Allen stuff doesn't go with Charlie 
McCarthy, and the airwaves, like the Hays’ 
office in Hollywood, are very strict about 
“blue” or off-color humor. Old jokes will get 
by but they’ve got to be in new packages. 
New jokes are rare as hen’s teeth. The public 
is critical and for every gag man that gets 
there a hundred or more die on the way. 

Eddie Davis got there. 

Eddie Davis became a successful gag man 
in Hollywood, over the radio, and in the 
musical comedy field. Eddie is an East Side 
boy who grew up to a $20 a week job driving 
a taxi. He was the life of the party at various 
obscure benefit shows and his friends, of 
course, counseled a theatrical career. 

One icy night in December, 1934, Eddie 
was cruising near Radio City. “Eddie Cantor

comes out of the studio and I pick him up. 
I know his style because I’m doing the imi- 
tations of him at summer camps up in the 
Catskills and I look like Cantor, banjo-eyes 
and all. And Cantor has just published a book 
called ‘My Life Is In Your Hands.’ So I turn 
around and make a face at him and I say, 
‘Cantor, your life is now in my hands.’ 

“So Cantor looks scared,” Davis continues. 
“The streets are slippery. He wants to get 
out because I’m not paying attention to my 
driving and I want only to shoot gags at him. 
So he makes a proposition. To save his life 
and limb he'll buy a couple of gags a week 
from me, paying me $25, but I mustn’t give 
up the cab-driving. It’s agreed. ; 

“Му wife is joyous from elation. Soon Can- 
tor begins to like my stuff more and more. 
Im getting 570 а week. And then the show 
runs out and he takes me to the Coast.
